An Increase of Purse Values Voted — Program Book 
to Provide Longer Races — One Step 
Works a Fast KUe. 



I^exington,' Ky., April 6. — The directors of the 
Kentucky Association, vice-president O. II. Chenault 
presiding, met tliis morning and disposed of im- 
portant preliminaries to the spring race meetings. 
Secretary Wilson read a communication from chair- 
man Johnson N. Camden, who is president of the 
Kentucky Association, advising that, inasmuch as 
the State Racing ('ommission has not had its meet- 
ing for the puriK>se of naming racing officials and 
approving programs and the time before the begin- 
ning of racing here is limited, he had secure<l from 
his fellow commissioners sanction to authorize the 
Kentucky Assocuition to proceed with the prepara- 
tion of a program and the selection of officials, sub- 
ject to the approval of the commission. 

It was voted to increase the daily distribution 
to horsemen and give no purses of less than $500. 

A number of the purses will be for $600, $700 and 
$800 and to overnight handicaps $1,000 will be 
added. This represents an increase in the daily av- 
erage to horsemen of from $600 to $800. 

Officials chosen for the Racing Commission's ap- 
proval are; Captain Thomas Clay, presiding stew- 
ard; Messrs. G. D. Wilson and W. H. Shelley, as- 
sociate stewards and placing judges; John T. Ire- 
land, patrol Judge; W. H. Shelley, racing secre- 
tary and handieapi)or; John S. Wallace, entry clerk; 
8. K. Hughes, timer, W. H. Laudeman, sui>ervisor 
of pari-mutuel betting; Eugene Elrod, manager of 
the pari-mutuel offices; Ur. C. Cann, veterinarian 
and paddock judge. 

Judge Shelley began this afternoon preparation 
of the program for the printer and said conditions 
of the races w*ill be written to conform with the 
expressed views of the t'ommissioners and breeders 
for increased distama^s. The l)ook will call for six 
races on some of the da.vs and seven on others. 
The program for the entire twelve days is being 
arranged. The book will be given to the printer 
within a few days. All directors with the excep- 
tion of K. L. Baker, who had not returned from 
Hot Springs, were present at the meeting.

The manner in which some trainers get np in 
the stirrups after a win or two is most amusing, 
but the fact remains that the proportion w’ho turn 
out sufficient winners each year to cover expenses 
in connection with horses in their charge is com- 
paratively small. I'nfortunatelj* some trainers run 
owners into needless expense by either counselling 
or eountenunciug the starting of horses in rac*es 
thes' have no chance of winning. The unexpected 
often happens iu racing, but miracles do not, and 
they would have been necessarj* to have brougiit 
about the success of m;iny horses I have seen com- 
peting iu important events. “What on earth are 
you running it for?*’ is a question I have heard 
more than once put to any owner of one of the 
“no chance’’ division, and tlie reply has often l^oen: 
“Well, to tell the truth, I <’an’t see it has a i>os- 
sible clmn»*e, but my trainer thinks it has. He 
says it has l>een galloping wonderfully well during 
tlie imst fortnight.’* In Iruiuing. as in everything 
else. luck is a great factor, but some trainers — 
and not little ones. «*ither — re<juire a much greater 
share of it than others.

Not a Scratch Made — Purses to Be Increased Be- 
ginning Next Monday — Quidk Bid Up and 
Sold After Winning. 



Baltimore, Md., April 6. — A featureless card 
was offered to patrons of racing at. the Bowie 
course this afternoon, but this matter was over- 
looked when stirring sport was furnished by prac- 
tically all of the seven races. Again the cheaper 
grade of platers had an inning, the whole card 
being under selling conditions. An increase in the 
nuni^r of starters was noticeable. A feature was 
that not one scratch w’as posted during the course 
of the afternoon. This is a new record for the 
Bowie course and one that has been equalled only 
on a few occasions elsewliere. 

Commencing writb Monday next the management 
of the course has decided there w’ill be no purse 
of less value than $500, while several $6(M) over- 
night purse races will also be carded. 

The selling race troubles again broke out when 
P. E. Fitzgerald bid Quick, winner of the fourth 
race up to $600, an advance of $300 over the en- 
tered price and became his owner. A. C. Par- 
retto retaliated on the Garth establishment by 
claiming Ida Claire for $700. 

Johnny Mellinger, a Buffalo layer who was one 
of the information men at Oaklawn, was an ar- 
rival from Hot Springs. He will remain here for 
several days. 

Capt. W. F. Presgrave’s string, which is located 
at Pimlico, numbers nineteen. Capt. Presgrave

Toronto. Ont.. April 6. — The stable of Harry 
Giddings. numbering seven head, will be brought 
into Wooilbine from Cedar Grove Farm near Oak- 
ville about April 20. Hearts of Oak has gone to 
Maryland for a si»ell of steeph*ihasing. but will 
be back for the home in«‘eting and join the others. 
Four of tlie seven are two-.vear-olds by Basset- 
law, including I'raliue. a brown fill.v from My 
llone^'; Oriana. a brown filly from laidy Betz; Ba- 
varde, a bay filly from Cuba Free, aud Capt. Bee. 
a brown gelding from Burdette. The last-named is 
owned and was bred by Capt. M. Ross Gooderhum, 
now with the Overseas forces. 

The refusal of the Dorval Jockey Club to ac- 
cept the dates allotted by the Canadian Racing 
Associations for the spring meeting will be con- 
sidered at the next meeting of the Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations, no date for >vbicb is yet fixed. 
As the Montreal club wants to start on Saturday, 
May 27. which is the closing daj’ at Woodbine, in- 
stead of the allotted opening on the Monda.v fol- 
lowing. there is little likelihood of the change 
being approved, the Canadian Racing Associations 
having striven all along to avoid conflicting dates. 
The new date for opening wrould also conflict with 
the announced date of closing Delorimier Park, the 
Montreal half-mile track which oiieiis the season 
there. 

The Windsor Jockey Club is not deterred by the 
increased race-c*ourse taxation in Ontario. The 
conditions just announced for the F^rontier Ilandi- 
enfi, to b«* run at tlie July meeting, show that it 
will have $.%.000 addeil, an iiu*rease of $l,00o over 
laat year. 



Louisville, Ky., April 6. — Local trainers and 
horsemen are eagerly awaiting the arrival at 
Churchill Downs of A. K. Macomber’s two English - 
bred eligibles to the Kentucky Derby. The two 
colts. Star Hawk and Hesisrus, are exjiected to 
arrive at the Downs in charge of trainer W. B. 
.ieunings not later titan from the lUth to the 
of the present month. 

While many trainers think that to do their best, 
iniporte<l colts must in? in this country longer than 
the two have been, neither has expcricnce<l an 
hour of sickness since arriving here and the 
fact that they liuve received their w’inter train- 
ing in a warm climate, makes it more tiian prob- 
able that they will be ready by the date of the 
Derby. In fact it is doubtful if any of the other 
eligibles are further advanced than these tw’o snp- 
lK)sed stars. 

In no previous year have the various Derby can- 
didates trained with less mishap than has ruled this 
spring. Of course, at times there has been some 
sickness in various stables at the different tracks, 
but. with one or two exceptions, in all such cases 
during the past winter the three -year- olds entered 
in the Derby have escai»ed any setback in their 
development in winter and early spring training. 

As the days advance J. S. Ward’s Dodge con- 
tinues to make friends as a Derby candidate. No 
horse could Im* training any better for a great race 
than this son of Jim Gaffney and he appears to be 
able to run fast and far. Another thing In Ills 
favor in his Derby preparation is that he is at 
home in any kind of going and, no matter if his 
regular work day comes wiien the course is heavy, 
his trainer has no reason to let up for an instant 
with him. Trainer Ward intends to ship him to 
Lexington and at the coming meeting there give 
him a preliminary race. 

Price McKinney is thoroughly enjoying his visit 
here in inspecting the big stable he and his part- 
ner James Corrigan, have in training at the Downs 
in cliarge of trainer W. C. (’lancy. Mr. McKinney 
has made arrangements to sta.v at least ten days 
and has comfortable quarters in a cottage adjoining 
bis big training barn. He reports that there are at 
his Wickliffe Stud, near Lexington, at present thirty - 
two yearlings and to date his mares have dropped 
eighteen foals, only one of w’liich has died. These 
yearlings wrill rt^muin at the farm until after the 
local racing season is over and, about the middle 
of June, will b<* brought to Cliurcliill Downs and 
exercised there for the first time wuth riders up. 
From all accounts these yearlings are as fine a 
collection as has ever be^n trained by any one 
racing firm in this country. There are in the 
Imiid many that are near relatives of some of the 
greatest horses of this country. 

Trainer I’ete (’oyne is now greatly pleased with 
the W'ay in which the five -year- old Ralph is 
training. He proimses to send him right along 
in his pnq)aration ami get him ready to race as 
early as the meeting at the Dow'iis. He did not 
enter him in either the Clark or Kentucky handi- 
caps and his first stake engagement is the Memor- 
ial Handicap at three-quarters at Douglas Park. 
He is also entered in the Quickstep Handicap at 
Latonia, another three-quarters race, while the 
first longer race he is engaged in is the Inde- 
pendence Handicap at a mile and three -sixteenth, 
which is alw’ays run at Latonia, as its name indi- 
cates, on the Fourth of July. 

It can be set down, that If no accident in train- 
ing happens to him from now on, that he will be 
one of the chief contenders in the early sprint 
races at the Downs, in w’bich lie will liave to meet 
the winter crack Bringhurst, a gelding that trainer 
I^uis Tauber believes can show' his heels to any 
other sprinters now quartered at the l(R*al tracks. 
Tauber has secured stable quarters at the Downs 
for Bringhurst. The only other racer he lias in 
training is the seven -year -old Chartier. Both these 
horses are at present at Douglas Park, but will 
hardly be sent to I.<exington to race and will prob- 
ably make their first appearance on the Kentucky 
tracks at Churchill Downs. 

Lew Marion has seven horses at the Downs. 
These embrace Prince Hermis, Little Nephew, 
Helen Thompson, St. Charlcote, McAdams, a 
maiden three -year-old, and a pair of two-year-olds 
named Honey Shuck and Genevia. Both of these 
fillies are by English I.iad, the former lieing a 
bay out of Bessie Welles and the latter a chest- 
nut ont of Xallissa. 

Little Nephew is doing goo<l w'ork for Marion and 
has so far trained .soundly. Prince Hermis was 
never in better fettle for hard work and bids fair 
to be as good tliis year as he was in 1915. His 
owmer and trainer will make a bid again with him 
for both the Clark Handicap at the Dow'ns and the 
Kentucky Handicap at Douglas Park. He ran third 
in the latter race last year and w’as also close up 
in the Clark Handicap, though in that race he 
ran unplace<l. Marion thinks he has a promising 
maiden in McAdams, w'hich only ran a half dozen 
times last j'ear, and he thinks enough of Helen 
Thompson to really believe she has a fair chance 
in the Kentucky Oaks. 

Another Kentucky Oaks’ candidate that is train- 
ing unusually well this spring at the Downs is the 
chestnut filly Lady Alw'ays, w'hich is owned by 
the Louisville racing firm of Middleton & Jones. 
This filly is in charge of trainer Dan Lehan, w'ho 
has previously saddled a Kentucky Oaks’ w'inner 
in Bronzewing. I.4idy Alw’ays w’on one race last 
year and was three times second in seven starts. 
She, how’ever, Avas alw'ays raced in the best com- 
pany, colt.s and geldings as aa'cII as fillies, and it 
is a matter of record tliat, Avith fair racing luck, 
she should have Avon the ClipsetLi Stakes at La- 
tonia last summer, in Avhich she finished second 
to Blood Test. She is a daughter of Peter Quince.

Stout Heart showed soreness in liis last race at 
Hot Springs. 

H. Perkins has bought Bob Hensley from E. B. 
Elkins. 

S. C. Hildreth has hopes of having some of the 
Belmont horses ready for the oi>ening of the New 
York racing season at Jamaica next month. 

J. B. Campbell, presiding judge and racing secre- 
tary of the Hot Springs moetiBg. will visit friends 
at Batesville, Ark., before proceeding to Kentucky. 

Ivory Black, a black colt by Star Shoot — Ivory 
Bells, is accounted the star of the juveniles in 
James Butler’s stable at the Empire City track. 
He is a half-brother to Old Rosebud. 

The Belmont Park track is now in excellent con- 
dition for Avorking oA’er, but most of the trainers 
located there Avill make no attempt to get ready for 
Maryland racing on account of the backw'ard condi- 
tion of their horses. 

Ten fine foals have arriA'eil at the Thorncliffe 
Farm of the late Robert Davies, near Toronto, this 
spring, by First Sight, Nealoii and Orme Shore. 
They are the best -looking lot of juA’eniles bred at 
Thorncliffe in many years. 

SecH'tary Edw'ards, of the Jamaica track, an- 
noun<‘cd that tlie purses will be raised next sum- 
mer and one free selling race programmed each 
day. This means all races Avhere a $5 entrance 
fee is charged will have a A'alue of $500, $600 or 
$700. The fn»e entrance race will haA*e a A’alue of 
$4<)0 and will be framed for tlie low’er grade of 
stdliiig platers. On the opening day of the Jamaica 
meeting there Aviil l>e au increase of $1,200 over 
the initial day of last year. This lilierality 
will continue throughout the meeting, and there 
will be more than a $4,000 increase o\er List year’s 
purse distribution. 

QUEBEC CLUBS CONSIDERING SECESSION. 

Montreal, .Qiie., April 6. — During the past feAv 
days the formation of a goA’orning body for thor- 
oughbred racing in the province of Quebec has been 
discussed here. Within a few’ days a meeting of 
the ow’ners of the various tracks, Avith the exception 
of Blue Bonnets, Avill be held, when the proiKisi- 
tion Avill be brought to an issue. The new gov- 
erning body would be operated on much the same 
Hues as tlie Canadian Racing Associations aud 
would embrac*e all of the lialf-mile tracks, together 
with Mount Royal and iierhaps Dorval. 

I'nder sucli conditions, jockeys avIio were ruled 
off for iiicompetency at ouo track AA’oiild not be al- 
lowed to ride at another, until the ban was lifted 
by the officials w'ho suspended them. It would 
also hold owners and trainers under better control. 
Last season tliere AA'cre .several cases of riders ruled 
off at one track lieliig allow’ed to ride at another, 
w’hile horsemen Avho were disciplined, AAere also 
given the privileges of other tracks after trans- 
ferring their strings. The headquarters of tlie new 
association, if formed, will be in Montreal. 



That the American public is anxious to patronize j 
any strenuous exhibition of speed, skill, strength ' 
and endurance betw’een properly trained athletes 
of about equal capabilities and will not be denied i 
tlie opportunity of witnessing an.v contest that it . 
iielieves to be on the lex’el t>etween living, breath- 
ing, well-tniineil representatives of any ilepartment ! 
of athletics where brawn, alertness and courage 
are the qualifications tliat secure victory, the re- 
cent boxing contest between Willard and Moran at 
Madison Square (iarden. New’ York, will fully il- 
lustrate, Avrites (!. E. Brossmaii. The enormous 
sum taken in at the drsir demonstrates the desire 
of the people to be entertained by conflicts where 
the inherent qualities and tlie j^rsonality of the 
athlete produces the w’inner. It is the same char- 
acteristic that makes liorse racing the most mag- 
nificent of all sports and giA’es it a right to be 
called the “Sport of Kings.’’ One horse may look 
as good and be as, well bred as another, but if it 
has not that indefinable something born in it called 
class, its ow’uer can never hope to make a stake 
liorse out of it. Therefore, in purchasing yearlings 
one should not be gnided altogether by appear- 
ances. Select rather those by any good stake- 
w’ining sire out of mares from a producing family, 
families where the mares have all produced w’in- 
iiers from one generation to another all the way 
doAvn the line. Many a medium -sized yearling, 
poor in flesh and a rough coat, has been turned 
doAvn at the sale ring and preference given to 
largo, fat, sleek, well-groomed colts and fillies of- 
fered by some prominent breeder that knew’ liow to 
fit his yearlings for the markets, and the next year 
demonstrate that it was the best of the whole lot. 

Y’^earlings should be W’ell groAvn, healthy, vigor- 
ous, have an abundance of exercise, be well taken 
care of and all that, but I would not turn down a 
w’ell-formed, Avell-bred, healthy yearling just be- 
cause it looked a little ragged in the sale ring. I 
would prefer to take a chance with a couple of 
medium -priced ones of that description rather 
than to put double the price into one that was fat 
as a Christmas prize steer, stall-fed aud not much 
exorcise, for fat coA-ers a multitude of defects and 
almost any liorse can be made to look AA’ell if it 
can be got fat. The question of how soon and how 
often a two-year-old should^race is an old one. and 
as in other matters connected with the horse train- 
ing profession no set or fast rule can be laid down 
that will apply to all ca.ses. It all deiiends on the 
constitution and conformation of the individual 
horse. The trainer should know wlietlier or not 
his horse is doing well under the treatment it is 
receiving and, if so, there can be no possible harm 
in having it race for the money, for a horse oAvner, 
like a man in any other kind of business, desires 
to get his money back as quickly as possible and 
AA’liile he has the opportunity. A child will run and 
play and at night cry wdth the legache, but after 
a good sleep and a niglit’s rest W’ill be ready for 
the same play over again the next day, ,So also 
will a tAA’o- year -old rapidly recuperate and if it 
is eating AAell and doing well in the stable, it can 
be raced short distances freiiuentl.v without any ill 
effects ever being discernable. The feed box is 
usually the best criterion to go by. Oftimes a small 
precocious c*ompact pony-bnilt two-year-old Avill 
show’ to more adA’antage to be of more value to its 
stable as a two -year.- old than in any other year, 
W’hile a large, lank, loose -join ted, grow’tby colt 
will take time to develop. 

Longfellow’ neA*er raced as a two-year-old . be- 
cause Ills owner. John Harper, thought he was too 
big and awkward to start, and his stable compan- 
ion, Lyttleton. a more compact built horse, could 
always beat him at that age at any rate. Prince 
Charlie and St. Simon beat him at that age as 
two -year- olds. Prince Charlie w’as called the king 
of the tw’o-year-old course, and St. Simon was neA’er 
beaten in his subsequent racing career, and when 
retired to the stud stood at , the head of the win- 
ning sin‘s in England for nine years. Libertine, 
by Leona tiiH, was one of the best race horses of 
his day, yet lie had the misfortune to mc*et with 
one of the most peculiar accidents that ever befell 
a green two-year-old. He started at the St. Louis 
Fair Grounds in a stake race, his first start; lie 
had been working well and Matt Dunn had him 
fit and ready. Just as the horses w’ere going to 
the pt>st it commenced to rain and for a while it 
rained so hard that one could scarcely see across 
the track. Rain fell in torrents. In those days 
they started by dropping the flag and hud no bar- 
rier. Admist the confusion occassioned by the 
dow’npour the jockey on Libertine thought the start- 
er’s flag went down and it w’as a go, so away he 
w’ent and raced the colt through the driving rain 
all by himself the entire distance, and did not 
know that it was no start until be had pulled up 
at the stand, W’hen the judges sent him galloping 
back to the post to start oA’er again. When they 
were finally off Libertine raced gamely and w’ell; 
the first three horses were right together at the 



finish, but Libertine was third, beaten a half 
length. That Avas an extremely strenuous perform- 
ance for a two-year-old in its first race, but he 
trained on. and tlie next j’ear, 1S94. secured tlic 
record for that day. mie mile in 1;38‘^4. He Avon 
during his career on the turf forty -six races and 
over $30,000, and ultimately became a successful 
sire. 

Abe Frank, one of the best sons of the great 
Hanover, started fourteen times as a two-year-old. 
winhiiig ten races ami unplaced but once, his first 
start, many of them stakes and at timifi carrying 
up to 125 iKMinds. His plienoitienal career w'as in- 
ternipted after eight rail's Avon in siuTession by 
Ills running away two and tliree-<|narter miles, car- 
rying 12."» laniiids, in the M.aywood 8takes. at Wash- 
ington Park, (’hicag«». Many horsemen thonglit his 
future was mined, but he w'on more stakes after 
his ninaway, in his two-year-old form, and as a 
three-year-old he Avon the Tennessi*e <'lub Stakes, 
the Tennes.see I>erhy and two other races. He has 
been successful in the stud for the chance he has 
had. being located in Texas, where he has only a 
limited number of gmal mares, yet he has sent to 
the races a number of liigli -class winners, among 
the nuniher iM'ing the sensational Pan Zareta, one 
of the fastest horses in training today. Therefore 
it will be obserA-ed that a ginid two-year-old can 
stand quite a bit of strenuous racing Avitlioiit im- 
pairing the physical or procrentiAe power of the 
breed. The horsemen themselves are the best 
judges of such matters, for it would be a foolish 
owner or trainer indeed that W’ould think of start- 
ing a horse w’iieii to do so W’dild be an injury to 
the animal.

EPSOM DEBBYS OF A HTTNDBED TEABS. ! 

Incidants Attending the Bunning of the Most Famous 
Bace of the '^orld. 

(Tenth Article.) 

This brings us to the Duke of Portland’s lucky 
period. Tlie duke won the Derby in two consecutive 
years. His first winner was Ayrshire, like the win- 
ner of the previous year, by Hampton out of Ata- 
lanta. Ayrshire had a successful first season, 
winning five of the seven events in which he com- 
l>eted. In the course of his final race as a t^o- 
year-old, how’cver, he met with an accident which 
kept him away from a race course until the Craven 
meeting of the following year. By this time he had 
shaken off the effects of his injury and had no 
difficulty in beating his only opiwnent for the Rid- 
dles worth Plate. Following this. Ayrshire easily 
carried off tlie Two Thousand, the Duke of Port- 
land also supplying the second in Johnny Morgan, 
w’hile the favorite, Friar’s Balsam, which had dis- 
played good form during the previous season, ran 
badly. 

As a consequence of all this, slight odds were 
laid on Ayrshire for the Derby, Orbit and Crowberry. 
laionging respt'ctively to the owners of Ormonde and 
Minting, being regarded as the main sources of dan- 
ger. Ayrshire was only fairly well placed until 
Tattenham Comer had been left behind, after which 
he ran into third position. Van Dieman’s L:ind and 
Orbit being the leaders. At the distance Ayrshire 
had disjxised of tlie animals last mentioned, but 
Crow’berry then apiieared on the scene and chal- 
lenged the favorite. The latter, however, was never 
in serious trouble and eventually won by two lengths 
from Crowberry, w’ith Van Dieman’s Land third. 
Avrshire endeavored to win the “triple crown, 
but made no show’ in the St. Leger, in w’hich he 
finished unplaced to Seabreeze. This son of Hamp- 
ton was a horse of more than ordinary merit, how- 
ever. and in tlie course of his three seasons on the 
turf won nearly 40,0(X) iiounds in stakes. 

Avrshire was umiuestionably a good horse, but 
the ‘Duke of Portland’s st‘cond winner, Donovan, wras 
oven better. Donovan was a son of Galopin and 
made his acquaintance with a race course early in 
his career. He was, as a matter of fact, saddled 
for the first important two-year-old race of the 
vear, the Brocklesby Stakes, which he won easily 
‘from P<H*m, after having been beaten in a trial. 
In ills first season D<movan took part in thirteen 
races, in the canirse of which he sustained but tw’o 
defeats, the smart Chittabob beating him in the 
Whitsuntide Plate at Manchester, while he finished 
third of four to El Dorado and Gold in the Prince 
of Wales Stiikes at Goodwood. 

Donovan’s juvenile form, nevertheless, entitled 
him to winter favoritism for the Derby. lie com- 
menced his second season by se<*uring the Prince of 
Wales Stakes at Leicester, worth the mammoth sum 
of 12,000 i>ounds. His next essay was in the Two 
Thousand, in which substantial odds were laid on 
him. To the surprise of everybod.y, however, the 
colt was beaten a liead by Enthusiast, which had 
Hnished many lengths behind the favorite at Lei- 
c*ester. That the result was a fluke was the ^general 
opinion, and when the Tw’O Thousand winner and 
Donovan again met. in the Newmarket Stakes, the 
latter w’as again made favorite. Moreover, he jus- 
tified the confidence of his friends- by winning 
easily. Enthusiast being out of the first three. 

Donovan had now thoroughly rehabilitated himself 
in tlie good graces of the racing public, and when 
I>erby Day arrived odds had to, be laid on the Wel- 
beck colt for the great race of tlie year, while 
Enthusiast was on offer at 33 to 1 against. Fred 
Barrett had ridden Donovan on the occasion of his 
Newmarket defeat, but Tom Loates now had the 
mount. Descending the hill to Tattenham Comer. 
The Turcophone. which was acting as pacemaker to 
the favorite, and Gulliver were leading, with En- 
thusiast and Donovan following. The Tw’o Thousand 
Avinner w’as not travelling too wrell. but Donovan tvas 
going easily. Coming into the line for home, the 
duke’s second string tvas still leading from Gulliver, 
Miguel and llonovan, but three furlongs from home, 
when Tlie Turcophone, had shot his bolt, Donovan 
Avas sent to the front, and it w’as soon all over, 
the son of Galopin winning comfortably from Miguel, 
with El Dorado third, Enthusiast again being nearer 
last than first. 

After a race at Ascot. Donovan was put by for 
the St. Leger. AA’hich he duly won by a length and a 
half from Miguel. Ixird Bradford’s Davenport filling 
third position. The north country c*olt Chittabob 
w’as strongly fancied for this race, but after running 
well to the distam*e he faded away. There is no 
(luestion but that Donovan Avas a rare good colt, 
and witli ordinaary luck he would have joined the 
band of “triple crow*n’’ winners. 

The Duke of Portland thus won tlie premier classic 
in consecutlA’e years with Ayrshire and Donovan. 
The latter Avaa followred by Sainfoin, a colt by 
Spring field-T-Sanda, bred at Hampton Court. Among 
those present at the sale of the yearlings from the 
royal stud in 1888 were those good judges, the late 
Sir R. Jardine and the evergreen John Porter. In 
the course of conversation it transpired that both 
AA'ere somewhat keen on obtaining i>ossession of the 
son of Springfield, but the Kingsclere trainer de- 
cided that it was hopeless to opiiose the Scottish 
baronet and said so; wiiereupon Sir Robert replied: 
“Very \A-ell; you buy him and we’ll have him to- 
gether and you can train him.” Porter agreed and 
purchased the colt for 5.">0 guineas. 

Sainfoin ran but once in his two-year-old days, 
contesting the Astley Stakes at I>»wes. which event 
he Avon <*omfortably fro^ Mr. “Jack’’ Hammond’s 
«iarter. He reappeared at Sandown Park in the fol- 
lowing spring, taking part in the Esher Stakes, 
starting fuA’orite and winning in a canter. Among 
those who witnessed the race was Sir James Miller, 
who W’as so impressed that he made a bid of 6,000 
IK>unds, w’ith a contingency in the cAent of the 
colt’s triumph in the Derby, and the offer W’as duly 
accepted. Though Porter re<*ognized that Sainfoin 
was a prett.v useful animal, he scarcely anticipated 
that the colt Avould prove sufficiently good to tri- 
umph at Epsom. 

The iKipular choice that year was Surefoot, which 
had won three <»f his four races as a juA’cnile. and 
which had oiiened his second season auspiciously by 
easily defeating Le Nord and seven others in the 
Tw’o Thousand. On the day of the groat race odds 
of 95 to 40 were demanded on Mr. A. W. Merry’s 
representative, AAliile Sainfoin figured as second 
faA’orite at 100 to 15 against. 

The day Avas one of the AA’orst imaginable, rain 
falling in torrents throughout the morning and 
Avhile the race Avas being run. Perhaps the condi- 
tions in St. Amant’s year some seasons later W’ere 
even more terrible, !>ut that is a matter of opinion. 
As to the race itself, at tlie mile post Orwell, a 
stable companion of Sainfoin, Avas leading from 
Kirkham, with the favorite among the last trio. The 
Duke of Westminster’s colt still led Avhen Tatten- 
liam (’orner had been left behind, Sainfoin being 
second and Surefo<*t fourth. 

A little further on. lioAA’eA'er, the last-named had 
to lie shaken up, and though he made up ground, 
it liecame evident that he could not sustain the 
effort. It maj’ be here noted tliat Surefoot was 
not in the mood for the business on hand, and 
made more than one effort to suA’age certain of his 
rivals. When Sun'foot droiiped out, I.e Nord chal- 
lenged, but 8ainfoin got the better of a brisk 
tussle and won by tliree-parts of a length. The 
<‘olt never Avon another race, but later in life sired 
Rock Sand, of AA’hich more anon. 

Kingsclere Avas also associated with the triumph 
of the folloAviug year, Avlien the prize fell to Com- 
mon, .‘I son of Isononiy and Thistle, the joint prop- 
erty of Lord Aliugton and Sir Frederick Johnstone. 
Porter exiiericnceil some trouble with Common dur- 
ing his early days. lie w’as a big colt, with joints 
that Avere someAvhat doubtful looking, and there 
was no hope of getting him into condition for rac- 
ing as a tAvo-year-old. Eventually, however, he 
outgreAV his weaknes.ses, and in the spring of 1891 
he AA’as sent along with a view of taking part in 
tlie Two Thousand Guineas. Some little time prior 
to the race ('ominon aajis pitted against a couple 
«»f stable companhms and though he gave lioth 
AA'eight and won his trial easily, a great deal of 
importance Avas not attached to the result, and 
those couc*ernod AAith his fortunes wore hopeful 
rather than sanguine. 

France supplied the favorite for the Newmarket 
race, this bedng M. E. Blanc’s Gouvemeur, Avhich 
had the previous year won the Middle Park Plate. 
The best offer against GouAcrneur Avas 5 to 4, 
Avhile Peter Flower w’as second in the list at 3 to 
1. with Common quoted at 9 to 1 against. Tlie 
last-named confounded his detractors — and of 

tliese tliere Avere more than feA\’ — by cantering 
away Avith the race, Orvieto. which later won the 
“Jubilee” carrying a big w’eight, being second, 
and Peter FloAver third. 

This successful debut of Common, of course, 
necessitated a revision of ideas on prospective 
happenings at Epsom, the Taa’o Thousand w’inner 
lieing honor»*d Avith the position of favorite, and 
Avhen the day for the decision of the race came 
along odds of 11 to 10 had to be laid by those de- 
sirous of sup|N>rtiiig Isonom.v’s son, 10 to 1 being 
offered against the “next best,” w’hich was as- 
Kunied to lx* Sir I), ('oojx'r’s filly Dorcas, while 
Gouvemeur. which had disappointed at Newmar- 
ket, was 100 to 9 commodity, at which price he 
cdaiined some friends, aa'Iio refused to lielleve in 
the eurl.v form of the colt, and AA’iiose holies had 
ls*en revived by a victory in tlie French Two 
Thousand. 

As w’as the case a twelvemonth earlier, Derby 
Day W’as attended by miserable weather. The 
eleven competitors got well away. The first to 
show’ signs of iiavlng had enough was the Two 
Thousand third, I'eter FIoAver; but the Fr<*iich can- 
didate was going well, and turned into the straight 
leading from Dorcas, with Common thereabouts. 



A little later the filly was beaten, and when a 
quarter of a mile remained to be covered Common 
tackled the leader, the pair coming away from 
the remainder of the field. It w’as apparent that, 
w’ell as Gouvemeur was travellins, the favorite 
had his measure. 

At the distance George Barrett sent his mount 
to the front, and when the winning post was 
reached Common w’as tAVO lengths ahead of Gouv- 
erncur, with Sir James Duke’s outsider. Marten- 
hurst, a moderate third, Cuttlestone fourth and 
The Deemster next. The jockeys were all drenched 
to the skin and were tAA’o pounds overweight on 
returning to the scale, but they were, of course, 
passed b.v the stcAvards. 

Common ran in but three other races. He had 
no difficulty in accounting for his solitary oppon- 
ent in the St. James’ Palace Stakes at Ascot, but 
was unexpectedly beaten in the Eclipse Stakes at 
SandoAA’n Park, which fell to the Derby disappoint- 
ment of the previous year, Surefoot. The latter, 
giA’ing of his best, w’on by a half length from 
Gouvemeur, with Common beaten a short head for 
second place. His final essay was in the St. 
Leger, which, with odds of 5 to 4 laid on him, he 
won easily from another French colt in Reverend, 
with St. Simon of the Rock third. 

Thus Common enrolled his name on the scroll 
of “triple crown” winners. The joint owners 
were soon the recipients of offers for the horse of 
the moment, one of 14,000 guineas coming from 
the Austrian government. This was refused, but 
a bid of 15,000 guineas from Sir Blundell Maple 
was accepted. Shortly afterwards the Austrian 
government wired offering 20,000 guineas, but Sir 
Blundell Maple refused to part with his new pos- 
session. It must be admitted, however, that Com- 
mon was anything but a success at the stud.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAT. 

The French official report of yesterday said: In 
the Argonne district a surprise attack delivered by 
us this morning on one of the enemy’s trenches near 
the highway of St. Hubert resulted in our inflicting 
perceptible losses on our adversaries and in bring- 
ing back to our lines some twenty prisoners. Dur- 
ing this attack onr artillery in the next sector 
A’iolently bombarded that portion of the Avocourt 
AA'oods occupied by the Germans. In the region of 
Verdun the enemy, after the relative calm of yes- 
terday afternoon, gave evidence of great activity 
during the evening hours. As the night progressed 
there took place, to the west of the Meuse, a bom- 
bardment of extreme violence in the region betwen 
Avocourt and Bethincourt. This was followed by a 
series of attacks in which large numbers of men 
took part against tlie two principal salients of this 
front. All the efforts of the enemy against the 
village of Bethincourt were checked by our fire. 
During this same time the enemy delivered a 
furious attack on the center, against the village 
of Haucourt. In spite of repeated checks and of 
bloody sacrifices they were successful in getting a 
footing during the night in this village. We now 
hold the A’illage under the fire of our domination 
iKisitions. On our side, after a short preparatory 
artillery fire, we delivered a spirited attack, our 
men coming out from the redoubt of Avocourt, their 
purpose being to connect this redoubt with one of 
our works situated on the boundary line of the wood 
to the north of Avocourt. During this operation, 
Avliicii was in all respects successful, we occupied 
a large portion of the territory knoAvn as “Le Bois 
Carre” and took fifty prisoners. To the east of 
the River Meuse two attacks on the part of the 
enemy directed against our iiositions to the north 
of the Caillette wood resulted only in serious losses 
to the Germans. 

Chancellor von Betlimann-Hollweg protested vig- 
orously in the reichstag at Berlin Wednesday against 
the report that Germany, now or in the future con- 
templated aggression against the United States. 
The 'chancellor indicated that any suggestions of 
peace on the basis of destruction of Prussian mili- 
tary power Avould make iiossible only one answer — 
the German SAA’ord. He stated that if Germany’s ad- 
versaries desired to continue the slaughter of men 
and devastation of Euroi>e the guilt would be theirs, 
and that Germany would have to “stand it as men.” 
'Tlie chancellor, in his most comprehensive speech 
of the war, revioAA’ed tlie military and political 
situations and the use of various means of Avar- 
fare and said: The latest offspring of the calumnia- 
ting campaign directed against us is a report that 
we, after the end of this war, shall rush agaiust 
the American continent and that we shall attempt 
to conquer Canada. This is the silliest of all the 
imputations invented against us. Equally silly 
are the reports that we contemplate the acquisition 
of any territory on American soil as in Brazil or in 
any American country whatsoever. We fight for 

our existence and for our future. For Germany 
and not for space in a foreign c*ountry are Ger- 
many’s sons bleeding and dying on the battlefield. 

A dispatch of yesterday from London says: The 

increasing effectiveness of England’s anti-aircraft 
defenses was demonstrated last night when the 
single Zeppelin which undertook the fifth raid in 
six days was prevented from penetrating the north - 
cast coast and aa’os forced to flee, after the 'briefest 
visit of the kind yet made. The night was clear, 
with moonlight and without wind. Searchlights 
discovered the raider coming over the sea and 
noA’or once lost him during his stay. As he 
reached the coast he was flying comparatively low, 
and the smallest guns found him such an easy target 
that he AA’as forced to rise to a great height. The 
larger guns then found the range and, aided by the 
searchlights, they surrounded the Zeppelin with a 
terrific hail of shrapnel and high explosive shells. 
After maneuvering near a northeast coast toAvn 
for about tne minutes, during which only a few. 
bombs were dropped, the raider was seen to turn 
and to sail homeward. 

From lieadquarters at San Antonio a message of 
yesterday says: “In the last tAventy-four hours 

not a single AA’ord has been receiA’ed at army head- 
quarters of the progress of the Villa man hunt. 
All the information from the front in two days has 
been contained in dispatches totaling less than 200 
words. Colonel BroAia’s engagement four days ago 
Avith a Villa band at Aguascalientes was told in a 
few words. General Funston, howeA’er, is firm |n 
the belief that the next tAvo days Avill bring definite 
news of the bandit leader’s whereabouts, and in- 
dicate the prob.ible effe<*tiveness of the expedition. 
Staff officers intimated that the successful prosecu- 
tion of the pursuit dep<*nds on the arrival of re- 
enforcements and improved transportation facili- 
ties. They expressed confidence today that ‘proper 
aid’ would be given.” 

Germany’s official statement of yesterday said: 
Western front: There was great activity west of 

the Meuse during the day, chiefly on account of 
the preparator.v fire which Ave directed against the 
district of Haucourt. During the afternoon, the 
activity of our infantry became more pronounced. 
It stormed the village of Haucourt and the strorijrly 
fortified French point of support east of the village. 
In addition to considerable losses in killed and 
wounded, the enemy lost eleven officers and 531 
unAA’Ounded prisoners, belonging to two different di- 
visions. On the right bank of the Meuse the French 
roncAA’cd the attempt against positions we captured 
in Caillette forest and nortliAA’est thereof on April 2. 
This attack was checked quickly. 

Colonel Theodore Rooseveldt is again out in the 
open as a candidate for the Republican nomination 
for President of the United States. The fight 
Avhicli has been made by his followers to have him 
named when the convention meets in Chicago June 
7 Avill be carried on Avitli redoubled vigor from this 
time, stripped of all quibble and pretense. The 
Colonel’s position, summed in a few words, is this: 
He is in a receptive mood, ready to head the fight 
against Wilsonism and for adequate preparedness 
anil Americanism if the country AA’ants him to and 
that desire is reflected in the action of the Repub- 
lican convention. 

The Elder liner Zent has been sunk. Part of the 
crew has been landed, but it is feared some lives 
IniA’C been lost. A German submarine has been 
sunk by a squadron of French and British war- 
ships, the ministry’ of marine at Paris announced 
yesterday. The creAv of the submarine was cap- 
tured. The steamer Zent Avas built in 1905 and 
displaced 3,890 tons. She has four decks and is 
367 feet long, Avitli a fort.A’ foot beam. She was 
owned and registered at Belfast. 

Moat cards will be introduced in Bavaria and 
Saxony on April 15, permitting consumption of 
one -third pound per capita daily, except on two 
meatless days each week. BaA’aria has forbidden 
the sale of canned meats, whole hams, AA’hole 
sausages, etc., to individuals, to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of stocks in advance. Individual meat 
cnnls probably will not be issued in Berlin. Regu- 
lation of distribution Avill be effected bj*' limiting 
the supply for each retailer. 

In Mississippi a constitutional amendment, with 
initiative and referendum provisions, voted upon by 
the people and adopted two years ago. has been 
ratified by both houses of the Mississippi legisla- 
ture and is now a part of the state eoustitutiou. 
By the terms of the aiuendmout the voters have the
